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Legion Post 
Is Out After 
Float Prize 

Local Entry In Monday’s 
Big Parade Of Leffion- 
naires Will Be Striking 

Symbolically representing the 
American Legion spirit of “Carry 
On,” the Sierra Madre Legion 
post’s float which is to be the 
city’s entry in the gigantic con¬ 
vention parade in Pasadena next 
Monday, is now under construc¬ 
tion. An expected crowd of half 
a million people will witness the 
procession of flowered vehicles 
that will start from Allen avenue 
and Colorado streets at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon and proceed to 
the Civic Center, where the re¬ 
viewing stands will be located, 
and local Legionnaires are in¬ 
tent on building a prize winning 
entry which the residents of the 
city will be proud of. 

More than fifty floats, depict¬ 
ing varied phases of Legion ac¬ 
tivity, will parade before not¬ 
ables headed by Governor James 
Rolph, Jr. Floats will accompany 
the marching units of each post 
and their auxiliaries. The review¬ 
ing stand is being built on Holly 
street in front of the Pasadena 
city hall and will be flanked by 
two bleachers seating 2500 per¬ 
sons. Another grandstand is being 
erected at Colorado street and 
Michigan avenue, which will seat 
500. 

Luxuriant in its dress of red 
flowering eucalyptus blossoms, 
and trimmed in bright blue and 
yellow flowers, the float is be¬ 
ing built on a platform 15 by 24 
feet. Woven into the red flowered 
skirt encircling the float will be 
the Legion slogan, “Carry On.’’ 
At the foremost end of the float 
is a group of mounds, sur¬ 
mounted by white crosses, repre¬ 
senting graves of those soldiers 
who gave their lives in Flanders. 
At the opposite end is a small 
stage, raised six feet from the 
general level of the platform, and 
thereon is mounted the blue- 
jacketed figure of a navy man. 
Above,' and directly behind the 
sailor, occupying the most promi¬ 
nent position on the float, is a 
golden sun, arising as a sym¬ 
bolism of hope, and brightly il¬ 
luminated by a spotlight which 
plays on its surface from a base 
near the white crosses. On suc¬ 
cessively lower stages, flanking 
the blue-jacket .will stand a 
marine, a doughboy, a field nurse, 
Red Cross nurse, a personifica¬ 
tion of the Legion Auxiliary, and 
lastly two youngsters representa¬ 
tive of the oncoming generation 
who must shoulder the Legion's 
burden in the future.

Work Of Art

By Hundreds 

Public Inspects “Old Barn” 
Studio At First Open 
House Of The League 

Climaxing two months of pro¬ 
gressive activity the Sierra Madre 
Municipal Art League played host 
to nearly 500 visitors Friday 
evening. Open house at the "Old 
Barn" studio on West Bonita 
avenue provided opportunity for 
the public to see for the first 
time the actual work which has 
been accomplished by the art 
students, and for the artist mem¬ 
bers of the various branches of 
the league to display their talents 
as entertainers. 

Commencing at 8 o’clock a pro¬ 
gram of vocal and instrumental 
numbers, in the open air outside 
the Barn on Miss Lydia Web¬ 
ster's grounds, and a tour of 
the studios themselves made the 
evening full and Interesting. 

In order to fully impress on 
the visitors the progress that has 
been made by students, the studio 
walls were covered with sketches 
submitted at the time of enroll¬ 
ment in June as well as with 
later studies done under the in¬ 
struction of the civic minded 
teachers.

People Must 
Unite To Put 
N. R. A. Over 

Success Of Nation’s Great 
Experiment Depents On 
Cooperation, Kiwanis Told 

Laying down the law that em¬ 
ployer, employe and consumer 
must have courage to uphold the 
President's recovery plan, and 
present a united front in the 
war against the “strategist de¬ 
pression,” William O. Harris, one 
of the administration’s foremost 
NRA representatives on the Pa¬ 
cific Coast, spoke before a large 
and intensely interested group 
of the city's business and profes¬ 
sional men and women at the 
Kiwanis club luncheon Tuesday 
noon. 

In telling of the main aims of 
the National Recovery Act, he 
made little attempt to deal with 
mechanics of the plan, concerning 
himself chiefly with the main 
principles. Emphatically stating 
that “Hunger breeds no patrio¬ 
tism,” he set forth that the ini¬ 
tial task of the government was 
to provide for the employment of 
American people, restoration of 
American buying power, and the 
manufacture of American goods. 

“The efforts of the Nation's 
foremost economists, the chief 
business brains and industrial 
leaders toward renewed pros¬ 
perity all failed," Mr. Harris 
pointed out, "because the one 
hundred percent cooperation of 
the American people was not be¬ 
hind those plans .. . ” "But,” 
he said, "with the present dy¬ 
namic figure of Roosevelt back 
of the Nation, the country has 
now mobilized into the greatest 
peace time army in history. 

“The war being fought by this 
mobilization," he said, "is unlike 
any war in which the enemy was 
a foreign power, and in its wake 
it leaves not a path of destruc¬ 
tion, not misery, but a rehabili¬ 
tated people ...” 

Harris lauded the unselfish 
spirit of the many employers who 
have already fallen in with the; 
plan and signed the blanket j 
agreement prior to the formation 
of the various industrial codes.

Modification 
Of Beer Law 
Petitioned 

Council Asked To Allow Con¬ 
sumption VV here Pur¬ 
chases A re Mad e 

Petitions signed by 361 Sierra 
Madre voters asking for a modi¬ 
fication of the ordinance regu¬ 
lating the sale of beer in Sierra 
Madre so as to permit consump¬ 
tion of a limited quantity on the 
premises where purchased was 
presented to the City Council on 
Wednesday evening by Arthur 
Johnson, III. Opposition to the 
proposal was voiced by J. O. 
Smith, former president of the 
city school board and on motion 
of W. J. Lawless the petitions 
were referred to a conference 
between the Council and City 
Business Manager A1 S. Myers. 

The petitions asked that li¬ 
censed dealers be allowed to sell 
not to exceed three pints of beer 
to an individual to be drunk 
where purchased. 

In announcing his opposition 
to the proposal Mr. Smith indi¬ 
cated his belief that the 
Eighteenth amendment "will, un¬ 
fortunately, shortly be repealed" 
and that dealers now licensed to 
sell beer would probably be li¬ 
censed to sell hard liquor. Amend¬ 
ments to the existing ordinance, 
he said, would open the way to j 
sale of "liquor over the counter." | 
"That,” said Mr. Smith, "would | 
be most unfortunate in this com- 
I r.iunity." 

Three months ago when the or¬ 
dinance to permit the sale of beer 
here was before the Council he 
had appeared, Mr. Smith said, to 
oppose it and then predicted that 
demands similar to that contained 
in the petition would be forth¬ 
coming, though he said every 
assurance was given at the time 
that there was no thought of 
permitting beer to be consumed 
where sold. "I knew," he said, 
"that those who most wanted the 
ordinance at that time would 
want a mile if given an inch." 

It is easy to get signers to a 
petition, Mr. Smith said, and 
many people did not even stop to 
inquire as to their purpose before 
affixing their signatures. He did 
not think 364 signatures in a city 
of 3500 population was convinc¬ 
ing evidence that the public de¬ 
sired the proposed modification. 

The petition set forth that the 
business public was practically 
unanimously in favor of the 
amendment asked and that much 
money that should be kept in cir¬ 
culation within the city is now 
going outside because of the re¬ 
strictions contained in the exist¬ 
ing ordinance. 


New Schedule For 
Food Stores Here 
Creates More Jobs 

The grocery stores and meat 
markets have gone on the sched¬ 
ule of business hours adopted by 
Pasadena, Glendale, Monrovia and 
other towns of the San Gabriel 
Valley. Beginning on Tuesday the 
stores opened at 8 a.m. instead 
of 9 o'clock and closed at 6 p.m. 
Tomorrow and every other Sat¬ 
urday they will close at 7 p.m. 
The schedule provides a 53-hour 
week for the business houses 
and a 40-hour week for the em¬ 
ployes in conformity w-ith Gen¬ 
eral Johnson’s interpretation of 
the NRA’s purpose and will pro¬ 
vide employment for several ad¬ 
ditional clerks. 

Ordinance 
May Hold Up 
Water Lines 

Opposition To Conduits In 
City Streets Develops 
In The Council 

An ordinance that will probably 
have a lot to do with determin¬ 
ing whether and under what con¬ 
ditions proposed water conduits 
of the City of Pasadena and of 
the Metropolitan Water District 
shall pass through Sierra Madre 
was finally adopted by the City 
Council at its meeting on Wed¬ 
nesday evening. 

Pasadena has asked for per¬ 
mission to lay its proposed 36- 
inch main to carry water from 
Pine Canyon dam to its Sunset 
reservoir from end to end in 
Orange Grove avenue. The Met¬ 
ropolitan district filed an applica¬ 
tion to run Colorado river water 
through a conduit to be sunk in 
Highland avenue from the easter¬ 
ly to the westerly boundaries of 
the city. 

The ordinance just adopted 
gives the street superintendent 
authority to alter plans submitted 
for any excavations on the high¬ 
ways within the city and to de¬ 
termine the manner in which 
streets shall be resurfaced after 
they have been torn up. 

Engineers representing a Pasa¬ 
dena contracting firm who ap¬ 
peared before the Council for in¬ 
formation on which they might 
bid on the resurfacing of Orange 
Grove avenue if permission is 
granted to lay the Pasadena con¬ 
duit on that thoroughfare, devel¬ 
oped the fact that some members 
of the Council believe Pasadena 
should lay its mains south of 
the city boundary, through the 
Baldwin ranch and that they will 
vigorously oppose a permit to tear I 
up the newly paved portion of 
Orange Grove avenue without an 
airtight agreement for a com¬ 
plete resurfacing of the street. 

Also it developed that there is 
opposition in the Council to the 
laying of the metropolitan dis¬ 
tricts conduit through Highland 
avenue. 

"It seems to me that by all 
means a right of way should have 
been asked through Grandview 
avenue and not through High¬ 
land," said Councilman W. J. 
Lawless. 

The complete ordinance "pre¬ 
scribing the regulations under 
which permits shall be issued for 
the makfhg of excavations and 
fills, an dthe performance of 
olher work on public roads and 
highways within the city of 
Sierra Madre,’ will be found on 
page six of this issue of The 
News.

Future Plan 
Of Red Cross 
Is Outlined 


State Representative Tells 
Local Directors Of The 
Work A h e a d 

In a comprehensive talk before 
the Board of Directors of the lo¬ 
cal Red Cross Chapter, Mrs. Es¬ 
ther Chadborne, State field 
representative of the National 
Red Cross, Wednesday afternoon 
told of the relationship existing 
between the relief organization 
and the new Federal Relief Ad¬ 
ministration. Although the Red 
Cross is not officially recognized 
as a unit for distribution of 
funds, she stated, in many cases 
there is an unofficial coordina¬ 
tion between it and the Federal 
administration. Thus relief from 
the huge National fund may be 
applied through the agency 
of the local Red Cross 
chapter in a city with a well ad¬ 
ministered unit even though the 
Red Cross is not officially recog¬ 
nized as a branch. 

Mrs. Chadborne was enthusi¬ 
astic over the new machinery be¬ 
ing set in motion to handle the 
transient problem. Branch Fed¬ 
eral agencies are being estab¬ 
lished in such spots as Ontario, 
where due to the roundhouse an 
unusually large number of unem¬ 
ployed vagabonds congregate each 
year .At such agencies ther men | 
may apply for work. Their case 
histories, in brief, will be taken, 
and they will be given informa¬ 
tion as to what locality they 
should head for. Thus, in apri¬ 
cot picking season, a specified 
number of unemployed are sent 
to the orchard communities and 
the result is that a too great 
number doesn't crowd certain 
areas as is the case under the 
present "grape vine" system. 

"Next season's roll call prob¬ 
lem," she said, "will necessarily 
be a difficult one to solve . . . 
Many will take the attitude that 
inasmuch as the Federal govern¬ 
ment is taking over some of the 
burden of relief there is nothing 
for the Red Cross to do. They do 
not realize that the Red Cross’ 
activities extend further than re¬ 
lief work . . . Now is the time

New Tax Law 
Permit Form 
Has Arrived 

Letter To Merchants Silent 
On Manner Of Collecting 
The * Sales Levy 

Applications for permits to “en¬ 
gage in business as a retailer" 
under the new California retail 
sales tax law arrived in Sierra 
Madre yesterday and are being 
distributed by Secretary R. C. 
Copenhaver of the local Chamber 
of Commerce from the offices of 
the Southern California Edison 
company. Accompanying them is 
a letter intended for “every per¬ 
son, firm, partnership or cor¬ 
poration engaged in the business 
of selling tangible personal prop¬ 
erty at retail” and informing 
them that their gross recepits are 
subject to a State tax of 21-2 
per cent. 

The letter stresses the import¬ 
ance of filing applications ac¬ 
companied by the annual $1 li¬ 
cense fee with the State Board of 
Equalization before August 30 un¬ 
der "serious penalties” and gives 
notice that the gross receipts of 
all retailers will be taxable be¬ 
ginning August 1, when the sales 
tax law became effective. 

Thomas H. Van Norman, ag;ent 
of the Board of Equalization, 
brought the blank applications 
and letters here. He did not, 
however, have any official rules 
issued by the board and was un¬ 
able to give information about 
the issuance of stamps proposed 
to be used in denominations of 
one eighth of a cent each to 
simplify payment of the tax. 

The law requires that accurate 
records must be kept by all re¬ 
tailers, subject to check by agents 
of the State and many business 
houses have attempted to sim¬ 
plify their duties as tax collectors 
by merely adding the amount of 
the tax to the price of their mer¬ 
chandise. Unless there is a pro¬ 
hibition against this practice in 
rules later to be laid down by the 
State board when tax stamps are 
issued it is the general impres¬ 
sion that this policy will be quite 
generally followed. 

County school officials this 
week expressed the fear that the 
sales tax will not raise suffi¬ 
cient funds to meet the added re¬ 
sponsibility placed on the State 
by the transfer of district school 
tax to the State government.

the NRA program. 

Called by President Billheimer 
of the Chamber of Commerce, the 
meeting will discuss and formu¬ 
late plans for the formation of 
a central committee which will 
act as a clearing house for all 
NRA information, and will work 
toward an immediate and com¬ 
plete victory for the Blue Eagle. 

It is planned to follow the sug¬ 
gestion of W. O. Harris, the 
representative of the NRA ad¬ 
ministration who addressed the 
Kiwanis Club Tuesday noon, and 
form the central committee from 
men and women members of all 
the city's civic and service clubs 
as well as from the large group 
of employers, employes and con¬ 
sumers. Kiwanis, Chamber of 
Commerce, Merchants’ Associa¬ 
tion, city officials, Legion and 
Auxiliary, Woman's Club and 
others all will be represented. 

An effort will be made to in¬ 
terest and arouse local consumers 
to importance of the NRA move¬ 
ment and to have them pledge, 
their support to the drive on 
unemployment. 

The consumer is really the im¬ 
portant figure in the campaign. 
It is to him or her, Uirough pub¬ 
lic sentiment, that the President 
counts upon to see that em¬ 
ployers and businessmen adopt 
the policies and carry through 
the program called for by the 
NRA. 

NRA Insignia with the blue 
eagle similar to that displayed by 
business houses and manufac¬ 
turers is available to the con¬ 
sumers and they will be asked 
to show their sympathy with 
the movement by applying for 
and displaying them. Stickers 
have been distributed among the 
local merchants by Postmaster 
Wright, together with blank 
forms of application sent from 
Washington. To secure the stick¬ 
ers the consumer merely signs 
an application blank asserting 
he or she is in sympathy with 
the movement and will help to 
put it across. 

A large number of the stick¬ 
ers have already been distributed. 


Further Cut In Valuations 
Here Follow Appeals 
From Assessments 

A special meeting of the City 
Council will be held next Wed¬ 
nesday evening for consideration 
and possibly adoption of the 
municipal budget for the current 
year. Final official figures of the 
city’s assessable valuation were 
promised the Council today as a 
basis for its calculations in arriv¬ 
ing at the municipal tax rate. 

Unofficially it was stated that 
approximately $44,000 had been 
lopped off the valuations fixed 
by County Assessor Hopkins as 
a result of appeals filed with the 
County Supervisors sitting as a 
board of equalization and that 
the total reduction in assessable 
valuations would approximate al¬ 
most twenty per cent. 

Practically the entire Council 
is said to be opposed to any in¬ 
crease in the tax levy for city 
purposes notwithstanding the re¬ 
duction in tax income that must 
follow the drastic cut in valua¬ 
tions. The reduction of twenty 
per cent would mean a shrinkage 
of about $8,000 in the amount 
available for city purposes with 
the tax levy of $2.40 that was 
laid for the fiscal year ending 
on June 30. 

The total amount alloted for 
purely city activities last year 
was $28,000. The problem before 
the budget makers is to carry 
on with the reduced income with¬ 
out injury to the police and fire 
service, street lighting or cur¬ 
tailment or discontinuance of gar¬ 
bage and rubbish removal. 

The various city departments 
were directed to submit estimates 
of the lowest possible cost at 
which they can be operated and 
the estimates will probably be 
considerably sliced by the Coun¬ 
cil, with the probability of fur¬ 
ther salary reductions. 

County officials predicted yes¬ 
terday that the tax rate for coun¬ 
ty purposes would probably be 
boosted from 88 cents, the rate 
of the past two years, to $1 or 
slightly more per $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation. The effect would 
be an increase in the demand 
upon the taxpayers notwithstand¬ 
ing a 20 per cent decrease in 
assessed valuations. Officials 
charge necessity for the antici¬ 
pated increase to requirements of 
the ever growing charity load 
due to unemployment. The old 
88 cent rate, it is announced, 
would fall about $17,000.00 short 
of yielding the amount necessary 
to carry the county through the 
year.

AN ORDINANCE PRESCRIB¬ 
ING THE REGULATIONS 
UNDER WHICH PERMITS 
SHALL BE ISSUED FOR THE 
MAKING OF EXCAVATIONS 
AND FILLS, AND THE PER¬ 
FORMANCE OF OTHER 
WORK ON PUBLIC ROADS 
AND HIGHWAYS WITHIN 
THE CITY OF SIERRA 
MADRE. 

The City Council of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

SECTION 1: It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person, firm or 
public or private corporation to 
make or cause to be made any 
excavation in, upon or under the 
surface of any public highway in 
the City of Sierra Madre, or to 
dig in, plow up, tear up, fill, 
cover, disturb or change any por¬ 
tion of the same, or to cause or 
permit to be constructed, put 
upon, maintained, or left there¬ 
on any obstruction or impediment 
to travel, or pile or place there¬ 
on any material, without first ob¬ 
taining a written permit therefor, 
which said permit shall be issued 
by the Street Superintendent 
upon the performance, by the 
applicant for the same, of the 
following requirements and condi¬ 
tions precedent thereto: 

First: The applicant for such 
permit shall make, sign and file 
in the office of the Street Su¬ 
perintendent an application, to 
be approved by the Street Super¬ 
intendent, which shall set forth 
the name, address and principal 
place of business of the person, 
firm or public or private cor¬ 
poration making the application, 
and shall state in detail the lo¬ 
cation and dimensions of each 
excavation intended to be made 
and the proposed purpose there¬ 
of, or the exact location where 
it is desired to place obstructions 
in a highway or pile material 
therein, the extent to which it 
is desired to do this, the kind 
and nature of obstruction or ma¬ 
terial to be thus placed, the 
amount of room required there¬ 
for and the time during which 
the obstruction or material will 
be there. 

SECOND: An applicant for a 
permit to excavate in a City 
highway shall file in the office 
of the Street Superintendent a 
plat in duplicate, designating 
said highway and the location 
thereof, together with a designa¬ 
tion of the location thereon of 
the proposed excavation, the di¬ 
mensions thereof, and any other 
details which may be requested 
by the Street Superintendent; 
provided, however, that the filing 
of plats shall not be required 
when excavations are made for 
service connections or for the lo¬ 
cation of troubles in conduits or 
pipes, or making repairs thereto. 

Third: That the applicant shall 
show to the satisfaction of the 
Street Superintendent a right to 
use and occupy, for the purpose 
mentioned in the application, the 
highway or road wherein the ex¬ 
cavation is proposed to be made, 


and the Street Superintendent 
may make such changes in said 
application as to the location, size 
and depth of such excavations as 
he may deem necessary for the 
protection of the highways or 
roads wherein such excavations 
are to be made, as are in his 
judgment necessary for the pro¬ 
posed purposes thereof, and may 
make such changes as to the lo¬ 
cation, size or character of ob¬ 
structions to be placed in the 
highway as are in his judgment 
necessary to prevent undue in¬ 
terference with traffic on the 
highway or endanger the safety 
of persons using the same. 

Fourth: That the applicant 
shall agree in advance to re¬ 
place, repave and restore the 
highway at the place of the ex¬ 
cavation to its condition prior to 
the making of the excavation or 
that the highway may be re¬ 
placed, repaved or restored by 
the Street Superintendent or 
under his direction at the expense 
of the applicant, and said ap¬ 
plicant shall then and there de¬ 
posit with the Street Superin¬ 
tendent, and receive a receipt 
therefor, a permit fee of 50c for 
each Permit issued, and a sum 
of money which shall be suffi¬ 
cient, in the judgment of the 
Street Superintendent, to replace, 
repave or restore said road, based 
upon the actual cost thereof per 
square foot, and that the appli¬ 
cant shall agree in advance to 
remove any obstruction or im¬ 
pediment or material which such 
applicant may place upon the 
highway under a permit granted, 
or that the same may be re¬ 
moved by the Street Superintend¬ 
ent or under his direction at the 
expense of said applicant and 
said applicant shall then and 
there deposit with the Street 
Superintendent, and receive a re¬ 
ceipt therefor, a sum of money 
which shall be sufficient in the 
judgment of the Street Superin¬ 
tendent to remove any obstruc¬ 
tion which the person obtaining 
the permit is permitted to place 
upon the highway. 

SECTION 2: Upon compliance 
by the applicant with the fore¬ 
going conditions and require¬ 
ments, the application and plat 
aforesaid shall be approved by 
the Street Superintendent and 
shall become a file of public rec¬ 
ord in the office of the City 
Clerk and thereupon the Street 
Superintendent shall issue, in 
such form as he shall approve, a 
written permit to said applicant 
to do and perform the acts men¬ 
tioned in said application. In any 
permit granted under this ordi¬ 
nance the Street Superintendent 
may specify what lights, barriers, 
warning signs or other measures 
designed to protect the traveling 
public must be erected, main¬ 
tained or provided by the person, 
firm or corporation to whom a 
permit is issued; provided, how¬ 
ever, any omission on the part 
of the Street Superintendent to 


vation, obstruction or impediment 
is commenced, made or erected 
by the permit holder, as herein 
provided, the work of accomplish¬ 
ing the purpose thereof shall be 
diligently carried on and com¬ 
pleted by him in a manner that 
shall not obstruct the highway or 
road or any travel thereon more 
than is absolutely necessary. 

SECTION 6: Upon the comple¬ 
tion of the work under said per¬ 
mit the applicant shall prompt¬ 
ly and in a workmanlike manner 
refill the excavation or remove 
the obstruction in said highway 
or road, and it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or public or 
private corporation to fail, refuse 
or neglect to comply with this 
requirement. The refilling of all 
such excavations shall be made 
in the following manner, to-wit: 
The dirt shall be replaced v and 
carefully tamped in layers not ex¬ 
ceeding one foot in thickness, and 
each layer shall be well flooded 
with water before the next layer

distances of not more than one 
hundred feet along such excava¬
